been accumulating in the yards, on sid 
tracks aud along the tracks as far a 
North Chelmsford. 


There are over 200 cars stalled on thes 


tracks and many of them have been de 
talned over six weeks while the merchant 
want the stock and have been wanting 
since it arrived in the city. 


Some business firms have from two t 


six cars Inextricably stalled and the com 
pany is powerless to reach them. 


Where tho freight is perishable the com 


pany endeavors,to got the cars to the fron 
that an early delivery may be effected bu 
notwithstanding this it is stated ther 
will be many suits for damages to sucl 
goods by delay or detention in the frelgh 
yard. 


A big freight handler said to a Su.N" rep 


rnsentative this mornin?: "Tho condition 
is frightful.

"The merchants are enraged with m 


and I can swear all I pleaso at the rail- 
road but it is no use. 


"The city has outgrown the railroar 


depot and there is no remedy except to ex 
tend the freight system." 
"I)o you tiiink the closing of the Boston 


& Jiaini; had aaything to do with the 
blockade?" was asked. 


"No, not a great deal, but of course It 


helped. 
Tho northern freight depot was 


overwhelmed before and of course the ad- 
dition of the freight formerly handled at 
the northern station has made matters 
worse. 


But that is not the main cause. 
Tho 


fact is, that as already stated, the freight 
system is wholly inadequate to accommo- 
date the city, and secondly business has 
been bad for a year or two and it has talc- 
en a sudden boom that has actually para- 
lyzed the freight management. 


"The freight has been accumulating for 


about two months, the corupany cannot 
shift its cars so as to get out those that are 
stowed away almost indefinitely. 


"No wonder merchants would swear 


when their stock is gone and they have 
nothing to sell,, notwithstanding the fad 
that a full supply is awaiting delivery in 
tiie freight yard.

calamity for the merchants of the city.

TO FORM A DRIVING TRACK AT 


'ATHERTON. . 


Dr. Wood if* a X.ender la the Movement— 


Another Meeting to Bs BelrU 


A meeting of horsemen and cyclers waa 


to have been held in the board of trade 
rooma last evening but as Dr. Wood and 
George E. Putnam were the principal 
horsemen present no action was taken 
upon the project of forming a gentleman's 
driving and cycle club with grounds, etc. 


Dr. Wood explained his views informal- 


ly. ' The plan is to construct a half mile 
track near the Atherton company's w orks 
with a cycle track on the inside with suit- 
able buildings for training quarters. 


Dr. Wood is enthusiastic over the plan. 


He is convinced tli'at there is a growing 
tendency on the part of western horse 
owners to train their animals in the east. 
Next year he thinks there will not be less 
than 150 or 175 horses sent east for train- 
ing. 


A track in Lowell would also add to the 


advantages offered in the east to western 
iiorse owners, as it would make the most 
accessible circuit in the country, with the 
Mystic, Saugus, Ridgway and Old Orchard 
tracks so close at hand. 


The west is a country of distances for 


lorsemen, and it is necessary to travel 
from -100 to 700 miles at a trip in order to 
^o from one track to another, and the ex- 
penses are-excessive. 


Another advantage of having the track 


at Atherton is the fact that it is more ac- 
cessible than the boulevard, on account of 
loing away, largely with the necessity of 
driving a long distance over paved streets 
and driving along electric car lines. With 
a track at, Atherton the route would be 
mainly through Church and Andoverstreets 
and Wentworth avenue, which would ob- 
viate the difficulties of travel that are met 
with in goine to and from the boulevard.

which this town hall stands. Although 
the human race has been on this earth for 
at least 100,000years—and some say twoor 
threfi times that length—it is only within 
B. comparatively short time that there has 
come into existence the freedom and order 
represented by the New England town 
hall. 


The first thing our forefathers did when 


they landed on our shores .was to plant th'e 
town meeting, even before they planted 
the church. 
And they did well, for relig- 


ious liberty flmis its greatest safety uuder 
the rule of the town hall. 
The town 


meeting is tho most significant thing in 
American life. 
It is significant of what 


mankind has always been striving for— 
the union of liberty and law. 
We have 


not yet attained the full, ideal, hut we can 
sometimes see it ahead of us. 
And if we 


wish to attain our ideal we must not give 
way to that easy optimism which says 
"things will take care of themselves." 
No, things have never taken care of them- 
selves and never will. It takes'intelligent, 
honest men to take care of things. 


The speaker then went on and defined 


and illustrated what constitutes a gooc 
citizen, and closed with advice as to the 
conduct of municipal .affairs.

THE DANOEliS FKO.U ELECTROLYSIS. 


Ill yesterday's issue we referred 
to tho 


detrimental effect of electrolysis on under- 
ground gag and water pipes. 


This resnlts from trolley wires alone in 


which the return circuit is along water 
and gas pipei back to the power station. 


The current follows tho most direct 


route back to the power house from tho 
point at which the power is exerted or 
grounded, viz: in every electric car on the 
streets. 


It might be surmised that a person 


touching a pas or water pipe along which 
the current passes would receive a shock 
but this is not so. 
The current in tho 


9ubnrb3.n routes returns by the car tracks 
but nobody is shockud by touching tho 
tracks unless at the same time touching 
the overhead trolley and thereby becoming 


, part of the circuit. 


It is the unanimous verdict of electri- 


cians who understand, the matter thor- 
oughly that the distribution of electric 
currents to street car motors by means of 
overhead singlo trolley and 
feed wir^s. 


track and supplementary wiresand ground 
is a menace to tho wator and gas systems 
of every town and city where such trolley 
•ystem are in operation. 


It is well known' that tho action oi' 


potential currents on pipes especially OH 
leaving thorn for another_co nductor is 
most injurious and will in a short time if 
regularly continued perforate tho same. 


It wag not supposed when the street 


railway system received its franchise that 
it pot the carts blancha use of tho 
water 


pipes and gas pipes along which to run 
its currents as a return circuit. 
This 


destructive agency is shooting underneath, 
the surface of the ground like invisible 
lightning, jumping frompipti to pipe on lt» 
TVay back to tho power station from tho 
point at which tho force is exerted, viz. 
in this case usually at tho wheels of the 
cars. 


This is a matter that concerns not only 


the water board and tho gas company, but 
every citizen, because it may cause a 
break in a gas pipe .iml a consequent firo; 
it miy cause a water main to burst in the 
progress of a area! firo anil lea've the firo 
department powerless to stop the pro- 
gress of the. (lames. 


Thin is a new danger to be guarde d 


against, it is ono that calls for immediate 
attention, because it will be too late -when 
it shall have corroded or oaten away tho 
water or pas pipes, so that any slight In- 
crease of pressure will burst them. 


Other cities have paid experts whoso 


duty it is to examine the underground 
p!p?s and report any dangerous 
effects 


from electrolysis 


Here in Lowell there is not even an in- 


spector of wires, so that the trolley com- 
panies not only endanger tho city's pro- 
perty by electrolysis, but obstruct tho 
street and place obstacles in the -way of 
the. fire department. . It is high time that 
provision were mads to guard against

In fact, it was said some time ago that tho 
present sultan had half offered to resign 
in favor of Mohammed Keshad; but, it is 
added, the representatives of the powcra 
did not look upon this as likely to provo 
any solution of the complicated situation, 
and the matter was allowed to drop. 
.The difficulty does not rest in individ- 
uals—one sultan is about as bad or good 
as another—it is the system of govern- 
ment iu tho Turkish empire which is to 
blamo for all the trouble, aud unless there 
i? a decided change iu that direction thero 
will bo no improvemcnc iu tho condition 
of the Armenians or Turks.

Kiamil Pasha, decidedly a well-meaninf; 
man, of Aleppo, is regarded hero as beiug 
only another way of sending him into 
exile. Ho may not be exiled, but ho will 
not bo allowed to return from Aleppo un- 
til it suits the porte. Ho is charged with 
many tilings, but tho sum and substance 
of it seams to be-tliat lie has been made a 
scapegoat for the sin and luck of energy of 
others. Tho sultan has had to do some- 
thing; so, ho changed his grand vizier 
and turned over his cabinet. He may havo 
gained some time by so doing; but that 
seems to be about all. 


It would bo as difficult to conceive tho 


condition of mind which brought tho sul- 
tan to appoint such a deploniblo cabinet 
as to describe tho. consternation it has pro- 
duced everywhere. 


The grand vizier is perhaps tho least 


objectionable. His intentions are honest, 
but his capabilities aro snmll. Tuwflk 
Pasha is a nonentity. Abdur Rahman and 
Memdukh are a couple of fanatics. 
Mnnir's attitude for unclean work has 
raised him high in the esteem of the sul- 
tan, and places him facile princeps at the 
head of the political spies. 


In addition to the exile of Kiarnil Pasha, 


it is reported that a number of person- 
ages havo boon exiled to Anatoli, but it is 
difficult to get at the truth in such mat- 
ters, as people re-ported ''exiled" some- 
times iltfu their way to tho bottom of the 
Bosphorns.

The United States Leather company, 


holding great quantities produced from 
high-priced hides, find outside concerns 
reducing prices of leather, and havo stopped 
production for 60 days, in order to control 
tho market. Rough calf is 2 cents lower 
this wool:, with other kinds unchanged. 
Meanwhile the great boot and shoo manu- 
facture is embarrassed, even to tho stop- 
page of very many works, by the refusal 
of jobbers to purchase, in the belief that 
leather and shoes must decline in accord 
with hides. Manufacturers have offered 
concessions, ranging from 5 to 10 cents a 
pair—only increasing the indisposition to 
buy. Retailers still hold largo stocks of 
shoes bought at high prices, and jobbers 
think it safer to^waic. Shipments from 
Boston aro nearly 23 per cent less than n 
year a go. 


Many woolen mills are also closing tn 


wait for orders, though the demand ia 
fairly satisfactory' for some dress goods 
and worsteds, and the Washington rnilla 
open clay worsted at ]0 cents advance. 


Cotton mills do well, as tho halt ami 


hesitation in cotton do stop buying of. 
goods, and manyx])elieve goods safe at cur- 
rent prices, even if cotton is nob. 


Wheat falls bact with great reluctance 


from its summer rise of 20 cents, but has 
declined 1J4 cen ts for the week. Corn comes 
forward largely, receipts being more than 
double last year's, aud nearly 1,000,000 
bushels went- abroad. The rapid mar- 
keting of supplies of wheat from Russia 
and Argentina and tho larger exports 
of corn from this country both tend to 
lessen the future demand for American 
wheat.

WASHINGTON-, Nov. 9.— "The results of 


the election of 1805 make It almost certain 
that tha nominee of tlie next Republican 
national convention will be elected presi- 
dent," said Calvin S. Brice. A reporter 
asked him how the election -would affoct) 
our presidential politics, and Mr. Brice 
made answer as quoted above.
